In lowered resistance to illness, 
frequent colds, skin eruptions, 
irritability, lark of energy, and 
unusual fatigue.

WHAT ARK the reasons for 
this, and what can be done 
about it? Dr Spindler blames 
teenage undernourishment 
largely on skipping breakfast 
and filling up on snacks made 
up mainly ot "empty calories" '
- foods full of sugar, tat. and ' 
starches, but very little pro­ 
tein, minerals and vitamins

A good way to encourage 
jour teenagers to adopt better 
eating habits now that school 
is back in full swing is to keep 
jour refrigerator well stocked 
with nutritious foods and bev­ 
erages. If your present refrig- 
erator is already overloaded, 
you'll need one of the roomy 
new electric refrigerator-freez­ 
ers to hold nourishing snack- 
time extras.

VoriA. FIND that the nu­ 
tritious foods you keep in your 
electric refrigerator-freezer for 
after-school snacks will dis­ 
appear as quickly 4* the 
'empty calorie" ones like cook­ 
ies, rake, candy and soda pop. 
Nutritious substitutes to have 
on hand include hard-boiled 
eggs, cold ruts, hot dogs and 
hamburger meat, ice cream, 
cheese, fresh fruits, and 
crunchy raw vegetables

For health-giving drinks, 
provide lots of milk an a var­ 
iety of juices such as apple, 
prune, grape, tomato, orange.
